A VAIN ATTEMPT TO FORCE A VOTE. 


It Results in a Most Dismal Failure—The 
Democrats Kefuse to Name a Day for 
a Vote--Senators Taken In. 


WasHineTon, December 22.—[Special.]— 


' Granny Hoar is playing im hard luck. 


He has become desperate in his endeavors to 
the force bill. He was in his seat gritting 

his teeth and tearing paper inte small frag- 
ments. When the senate met this morning he 
had determined to force a vote today, and at 


’ the first opportunity gave formal notice that 


at 5:50 o'clock he would ask that the senate 
take a recess until 8 o’clock this evening when 
the session would be continued until a vote on 
the elections bill was received. But at 5:30 
o'clock, Senator Voorhees was literally pound- 
jng the force bill into fragments. 
He was making one of the 
greatest speeches yet heard on this question, 
in which he showed up not only the infamy of 
this bill, but the rascality of the republican 
party in elections generally, reading all the 
correspondence between Quay and others about 
the recently exposed plan to colonize negroes 
in West Virginia, Indiana and Connecticut. 

Senator Hoar attempted to interrupt the 
Indianian many times, but failed. 

At6 o'clock, hewever, Senator Voorhees 
concluded, and then Hoar moved a recess and 


demanded a vote. 


THE GAME WAS BLOCKED. 

Many democrats had retired. There was no 
quorum present, and George Frisbie again suc- 
cumbed. 7 

But he is mad, and will‘probably do some- 
thing desperate tomorrow. He might attempt 
to put through a gag rule. 

Tonight Mr. Hoar stated thatif the senate 
refused to pass this bill the republican party 
should no longerincorporate in its platforms 
objections to the suppressed negro vote of the 
south. 

A refusal to pass this bill meant that they 
were afraid of a remedy, and it was useless to 
ionger speak of the disease. 

ANEW SCHEME, 

Hoar is, however, not hopeless yet. He 
will fight the thing te the very end, all the 
time attempting. to have the senate adopta 
The latest policy emanating from 
the brain of Senator Spooner, is an endeavor 
to give new life to the discussion by arousing 


sectional irritation and feeling to such an ex- 


tent as to make it difficult for any republican 
te revolt from his party. The idea is for re- 
publican speakers to give vent to insinuations 
and charges of violence, fraud, murder and 
general lawlessness in the south—charges that 
will arouse the southern men to make heated 
and rash replies, which will lead to seetional 
debates of such bitterness as to solidify the re- 
publicans for the bill. It is a despicable

The 
amendment had demonstrated that suffrage, 
instead of protecting the negro, is the real basis 
of all his practical trouble.”’ 
OPPOSED TO THE PROPOSITION. 

Senator Vance, of North Carolina, is opposed 
to the proposition. He says the whites of the 
South have nothing to gain by abridging the 
negro’s right of suffrage. The negro without 
suffrage would be an incubus upon our mate- 
rial prosperity. They would be withont re- 


sponsibility and, as such, a danger- 
ous element in the community. 
We are gradually workirig out this 
race problem to a happy solution, 


A few years more and we will have solved it 
completely. Asthe negro acquires propejty 
he becomes a better citizen. He then becomes 
as desirous of good government as his white 
neighber. In North Carolina we are satisfied 
with the existing sccial and political con- 
citions,’’ 

General Catchings, of Mississippi, said the 
elimination of the negro from politics by dis- 
franchisement would hea happy solution of 
the race problem. Public sentiment in Miss- 


sissippi, he believed, would favor this so- 
lution. 
Colonel Oates, of Alabama, was the first 


man to propose this solution, in an interview 
over a year ago. He still favors it. 

Mr. Mills, of Texas, said: 

‘The republicans would never consent tothe 
disfranchising of the negro, even though the 
southern representation was decreased thereby. 
If you eliminate the negro vote the demo- 
craig would control the government by an 
overwhelming majority. If the negro vote 
was eliminated Ohio, [llinois, Indiana, Iowa 
and other states wou!d be democratic, for the 
simple reason that the republican majority 
in these states is less than the negro vote. 
I believe the same could be said of Michigan, 
Connecticugand Massachusetts.’? E. W. B. 

Voorhees on the Elections Bill. 

Mr. Voorhees then addressed 
The opening part of his speech 
consisted of a criticism of President Harrison 
for that portion of his message to congress 
urging the passage of the election} bill. If 
Mr. Harrison, he said, should undertake to put 
on the stage ‘‘a schoo! for hypocrisy," he eould 
not do better than dramatize that portion of 
his message that related to fair and honest 
elections 

The rank corruption of the presidential elec- 
tion of 1888 was resting, folded away in ‘‘blocks 
of five,”’ and was still fresh andjcarefully pre- 
served in the minds of the American people. 

Mr. Voorhees charged that within sixty davs 
after the incoming of the present  ad- 
ministration, an extensive, powerful and 
corrupt conspiracy was oirmed to im- 
port 2a certain class of voters from 
distant parts of the country into the states of 
Indiana, West Virginia and Connecticut, in 
order to secure majorities for these states for 
the republican ticket in 1892. Proof of it had 
been published in The New York World on 
the 4th ef October last, including a letter from 
Mr. Huston, treasurer of the United States, to 
Mr. Lindsay, author of the plan, ‘‘declaring 
himself heartily in favor of the scheme,” and 
saying that he would speak to the president 
about it. It was painful, Mr. Voorhes re- 
inarked, “to reflect that ‘a man 
who knew Benjamin Harrison better than 
any other man in public life knew him; who 
had carried him and his fortanes through the 
stormy and corrupt campaign of 1888, in In- 
diana; who had studied him and his political 
methods at close range, felt himself warranted 
in submiiting for his consideration and ap- 
proval a corrupt project fer the overthrow of 
honest resident majorities by the shameless 
importation and colonization of black voters 
from the south ; and yet that man (Huston) re- 
tained his high office, had met with no rebuke 
and continued to bask in executive favors 


and confidence. The names of Dudley 
and Quay having been introduced 
in connection with this scheme, 


for colonizing negro voters in Indiana, Mr. 
Voorhees said that he took no pleasure in 
comnmenting on the names of men eonnected 
with that conspiracy, but he would not remain 
silent when even the most exalted dignitaries 
of the government were found conspiring, 
plotting and burrowing amid filth and cor- 
ruptionin order to overthrow the rightful 
majorities in Indiana, to deprive her people of 
the firat principles of self-government, and to 
place them under the rule of the lowest and 
most venal negro element that could be bought 
and imported from the south. 

Mr. Voorhees went onto read letters from 
Quay and some republican representatives 
from Indiana, approving of the colonization 
plan, as well as correspondence between Lind- 
say and his co-worker in the enterprise, 
Whitehead, of North Carolina, giving some of 
the points of the plan, and suggesting that 
some 5,000 negroes from North Carolina must 
be placed in the state of Indiana. 


The Third Mistrial. 

HunTSvIL“ue, Ala,, December 22.—[Special.] 
Jn the case of the state against Frank  Fick- 
ling, charged with the murder of Robert 
Kelly, in the fall of 1885, the venue was 
changed from this county te Limestone. The 
third mistrial resulted Saturday night, the 
jury standing four for acquittal and eight for 
conviction of one year in the penitentiary. 
Fickiing was depot agent here, and Kelly 
wastransfercierk. They bad a difficulty about 
freight. Kelly stabbed Fickling, and Fick- 
ling shot him. Both parties have large, in- 
fluential connections here.

HOW HE WAS KILLED. 


Official Report of the Attack Upon Sit- 
ting Bulli. 

WASHINGTON, December 22,—The commis- 
sioner of Indian affairs has received from 
Indian Agent McLaughlin a report dated Fort 
Yates, Standing Reek agency, December 
sth, of the fight between the Indian police 
and the followers of Sitting Bull on the 15th 
instant. Agent McLaughlin says: 

The troops left Fort Yates at midnight on 
the 14th fordjrande.river, with Louis Primeau 
as guide, and niy Indian police, who were 
then at Granderiyer or en route, were in- 
structed to arrest Sitting Bull when the troops 
were sufficiently near to afford them proteetion 
in case of resistance to arrest. At daybreak 
on Monday morning, the 15th, the police went 


to Sitting Bull’s camp, direct to his 
house, and surrounded the house. <A 
detail was sent into the house, 


where Sitting Bull was sleeping @n the floor, 
the remainder staying outside, 

They aroused him and announned their pur- 
pose, atthe same time raising him to a sitting 
position, and he at first seemed inclined to 
offer no resistance, and they allowed him to 
dress, during which time ne changed his mind, 
and they took him forcibly from the house. 

SURROUNDED BY INDIANS. 

‘Ry this time the police were surrounded by 

Sitting Bull’s followers, members of the 
ghost dance, and the first shot was fired by 
‘Catch the Bear,’ one of the hostiles, and 
Lieutenant of Police Bull Head was struck. 
The fighting then became general, in fact, it 
was a hand-to-hand fight. 
‘Sitting Ball was kilied, shot through the 
bods and head in the early nart of the fight, 
by Bull Head and Red Tomahawk, each of 
whom shot at him. 

“Four policemen weretkilled outright and 
three wounded, one of the latter dying at the 
agency hospital this morning, after his re- 
moval there. 

“Bull Head, 
dangerously wounded, but may recover. 
has since died. | 

THE INDIANS’ LOSS. 

“The hostiles lost eight killed and several 
wounded, and were driven from the field by 
the police. They fled up Grande river, leaving 
their wives and families and all their property 
and dead behind them. ‘Two troops of United 
States cavalry (100 men) arrived on the 
ground immediately after the fight, which had 
occupied less than a _ half-hour, and 
took possession of the camp, its inhabitants, 
property and dead. The military did not pur- 
sue the fleeing hostiles and the latter will, no 
doubt, fall into the hands of some one of the 
commands moving at different points west or 
south of the reservation. The police returned 
about 3 o’clock this afternoon, accom- 
panied by a cavalry detachment, having in 
charge the remains of four dead policemen and 
Sitting Bull; also two prisoners, ‘‘Henry 
Growler,’ Sitting Bull’s nephew, twenty-one 
years old, and the *‘Middle,” son of Little As- 
sinaboine, twenty-one years old. 

SITTING BULL’S REMAINS. 

‘Sitting Bull’s remains are in possesion of 
the military at Fort Yates. The casualties of 
the fight are as follows: 

‘Police force, Bull Head, in command, 
dangerous wounds, four wounds; Shave Head, 
tirst sergeant, mortally wounded (since dead) 
Little Eagle, fourth sergeant, killed; Middle, 
private, painfully wounded; Afaid ef Soldier, 
private, killed; John Armstrong, special po- 
liceman, killed; Hawkman, Special police- 
man, killed. 

“Hostiles killed outright: Sitting Bull, 
Black Bird, Catch-the- .

W hereupon it was resolved that Captain Jolin 
Milledge, as attorney for the board, with such 
associates as he should select, be authorized to 
answer the bill, setting forth the history of the 
institution, showing how the trustees were put 
in power and what they had done; surrender- 
ing the trust to the court, and asking that Dr. 
Tucker be madé permanent receiver, and that 
the property be sold and the proceeds be held, 
after paying court costs and the expenses of 
this litigation, until the city of Atlanta, or 
other corporation, should advance an equal 
amount of money towards establishing a hos- 
pital which should forever be non-sectarian.

‘ He was particularly impressed with the hos- 
pital at Providence, R. L., aud on his return 
gave a lengthy report to his fellow-workers. 

The plans for this hospital were drawn by 
Messrs. Gardner, Payne & Gardner,, archi- 
tects. of this citv, and to them was awarded 
the contract for furnishing plans and specifica- 
tions for the Grady hospital. 

Mr. E. C. Garduer, of the jirm, who planned 
the building, is an eminent architect, formerly 
of New Engiand, but who came to Atlanta on 
account of a throat trouble. 

He published a number of works on archi- 
tecture, and enjoys a national reputation. 

His plans were adopted by the committee 
without any discugsion. 

PLAN OF THE BUILDING. 

In a general way, the style of the building, 
or rather a series of connected buildings, is 
what is known as the Italian, and the larger 
buildings are to be of stone and brick. 

A basement of solid granite, rising five feet 
above the surface, in front, forms the basement 
of the main, administrative building. In- 
cluding the portecochere, this building is 
74x120 feet in dimensions. 

A wide hall divides the first floor from front 
to rear, and another from side to side, crossing 
in the center, where niches are left for 
statuary. : 

The matron’s room, dining room for officials 
and convalescents, on the right; the directors’, 
consultation and reception rooms and dispen- 
sary, with the operating room, take up the 
remainder of this floor. 

The operating room extends upward through 
the next story, and isa sort of theater with 
seats for 100 snectators. 

Near the south end is the carriage entrance, 
and close to that the office of the secretary. 

The second and third floors are for private 
paying patients, nurses and permanent resi- 
dents. 

Large corridors encircle this building, con- 
necting it with the other buildings, and a 
railroad system traverses them for the convey- 
auce of food from the kitchen to the elevators 
in the main building, and for the removal of 
provisions, fuel and other things from the 
wards to the building or vice versa. 

THE WARD BUILDINGS. 

There are now going up two other buildings 
of brick, 32x42, one with a wing added for the 
treatment of special cases, the buildings to be 
used for general wards. 

There will be a small kitchen and dining 
room attached to these, apart from the reguiar 
hospital kitchen, for the benefit of con- 
valescents. There will also be linen closets, 
washrooms, bathrooms and water closets at- 
tached. 

The sick wards consist each of a room eighty 
feet long by twenty-six feet wide, with space 
for twenty beds. There will be attached coal- 
room, storeroom, boiler and engine rooms, for 
the heating and lighting of the building, in the 
tirst story, which is of brick, and in the second 
story wood, will be eight rooms. The chimney 
of the steam boiler is to be eighty feet high. 

Other buildings will be added as the demands 
aud resources of the hospital increase. 

Three frame buildings, separated from, but 
similar in arrangement, tothe brick wards, 
will be erected; two for the colored patients, 
and the third, near Jenkins street, for execu- 
tive purposes. 

Asmall building near Pratt street will be 
=" for the temporary reception of the 

ead. 

The building, when finished, will be com- 
plete in every detail. It will be well ventil- 
ated, heated by steam, lighted by electricity, 
and the strictest sanitary measures will be 
observed in the way of absolute freedom from 
contamination, cleanliness, neatness and gen- 
eral good order. 

Whites and blacks will be separated and the 
arrangements of the building are so that the 
sexes are separated. 

The railway system along the corridors is 
about one-eighth of a mile in length, and will 
be one of the greatest conveniences connected 
with the institution. 

There were some outside donations, so that 
the sum to date amounts to $68,000. ; 

The cost of the building complete will be 
from &90,000 to 95,000, which will necessitate 
the raising of $20,000 to $25,000 more by pri- 
vate subscription. 

It was thus the project was conceived, grew 
and flourished until it is now almost ready to 
bear fruit. 

The contract was let about the Ist of De- 
cember, to Darling Brothers, of Worcester, 
Mass., and the building is to be completed at 
the expiration of twelve months.

Cotton, Wheat and Silver. 

¥ There isa phase of the silver question 
that is of vast interest and importance to the 
cotton planters of the south and the wheat 
growers of the west. It isa phase, too, to 
which they have never given fair and care- 
ful consideration. This is the intimate re- 
lations which exist between the price of 
silver and the price of cotton and wheat. It 
is only recently, indeed, that the farmers of 
the south and west have had an opportunity 
of studying for themselves the practical 
operation of these relations. 

On the 12th of July the present silver law 
was passed. The price of silver bullion 
went up to $1.15 and $1.20. There was an 
immediate response in the price of wheat, 
which went up to $1.06 a bushel in Chicago, 
and in the price of cotton, which sold for 11 
cents a pound... When the price of silver de- 
clined to $1 an ounce, wheat declined from 
15 to 18 cents a bushel, and cotton went 
down to 9and 94 cents a pound. 

This little episode might seem to be very 
unimportant, and yet it is full of meaning to 
those who have cotton and wheat to sell. 
Let us look into the matter a little. A loss 
of 1¢ cents a pound ona crop of 8,000,000 
bales of cotton, or 3,600,000,000 pounds, 
amounts to $60,000,000 taken from the 
pockets of the planters. A loss of 15 cents 
a bushel on a crop of 400,000,000 bushels of 
wheat means a loss of 360,000,000 to the 
farmers. 

Here is the plain and practical result of 
the attempt of our so-called American states- 
men to arrange our finances and our cur- 
rency to suit the views of the British. But 
this is not the whole result of the engrafting 
of the British policy on ourown. England 
demonetized silver because her business men 
found it an easy and a practicable method 
to swindle India, Egypt and Russia. The 
United States followed suit because, in 1873, 
the British influence was paramount in the 
treasury department and in congress. The 
full history of the demonetization clause has 
never been written, but enough of the facts 
have leaked out to show how British agents 
lobbied it through. 

England coins silver money for India and 
Egypt. She buys the bullion at a discount, 
and then Coins it ata gold value for her 
eastern dependencies. She imports two- 
thirds of her bread food, and one of her 
most important industries is the manufac- 
turing and handling of cotton. Silver has 
now been demonetized in the United States 
for seventeen years, and during each of 
those years England has saved and the 
American producers of wheat and cotton 
have lost on an average at least $125,000,000 
on their crops. 

The farmers of the west are beginning to 
open their eyes. This silver question is by 
far the most important that is now before 
the country. I1t. has been muddled by the 
politicians, but at last the people are begin- 
ning to see clearly where their interests lie. 
There is but one solution of the silver ques- 
tion, and that is free coinage. There is but 


one remedy for the financial stress that over-, 


takes the country every fall, and that is a 
simple act placing silver bullion on an 
equality with gold at the government mints. 

The arguments and protests of the so- 
ealled financiers of the east are not worth 
the wind required to give them utterance. 
This is a government of the people, and the 
people are in favor of free silver. 


Raiding the Pension Agents. 

It is doubtful if Secretary Noble’s efforts 
to cut down the enormous fees paid by gov- 
ernment pensioners into the treasury of the 
pension agents will meet with success. Ad- 
mitting that the secretary is sincere in his 
desire to bring about certain needed reforms 
in this notorious department, its great and 
constantly increasing business offers such 
inducements to the money sharks in and out 
of the government’s service, that reform 
seems almost impossible under the present 
“administration. ae 

The army of attorneys.and general pen- 
sion agents has become so formidable that 
every projected reform is met with bold and 
insolent protest. The cry is now, ‘‘No at- 
torneys, no pemsions,’’ and even the s6l- 
diers, in whose behalf the pension business 
is supposed to have been created, have in 
inany instances been gulled by this ery, and 
have joined the ranks of the men who have 
been systematically robbing them for years. 

Secretary Noble’s. recent order to the 
commissioner of pensions is a straightforward 
and emphatic document which is meant as a 
rebuke to the pension agents and a benefit 
tothe soldiers. It is as follows: 

_ With a view to greater efficiency in the ad judi- 
cation of clainis under the old law in eases where 
n° attorney has been employed, you are directed 
to detail a competent assistant chief of division, 
with such clerical ferce as may be necessary, tu 
examine all such cases on file. Those found com- 


plete must be placed on the completed files, ana 
when not compicve claiman:s must be fully noti- 


fied as to wilat cvidence 13 required to complete 


their claims. When you have created the neces- 
sary forceio perform this work you wiil please 
comiminicate to the honorable secretary cf che 
interior the nome of the assistant chief of di- 
virion charged with this duty, with a statement 
showing the number of clerks employed under 
him; also repurt when the work has been conr- 
pletea, the number of cases found and the dispo- 
sition made of them. 

It is against the above order that the pen- 
sion sharks have entered a loud protest, and 
they are now making desperate efforts to re- 
tain the confidence of ‘the clients they have 
successfully swindled. The order should 
Lave the desired effect. But under the 
present adiinistration it is likely to create 
another class of ‘‘agents,”’ who in some 
way will manage, as Raum and his men 


have done in the past, to reap the same |

A New Banking Scheme. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson, one of the leading 
economists of the country, has outlined a 
new banking scheme—an elastic banknote 
currency which will adjust itself from time 
to time to all the requirements of trade. 

The plan proposed is to authorize banks 
in every state, under proper regulations for 
inspection and security, to issue notes to the 
extent of 75 per cent of the par value of 
their good securities. ‘The soundness of the 
securities is to be determined by clearing 
house associations into which the banks of 
each state or district are to be organized. 
These associations are to have charge of the 
securities upon which the banks may pro- 
pose to issue notes, and the associations are 
to guarantee the payment or redemption of 
the notes issued under their sanction, ‘The 
associations will determine what amount of 
notes may be issued on the basis of a stated 
block of securities, and will in effect endorse 
the notes issued. Should any bank fail to 
redeem its notes on presentation at its . place 
of business, the clearing house ‘association 
to which it belongs would redeem them, and 
would sel] the securities of the bank to repay 
itself. 

The business of the associations would be 

subject to examination by the agents of the 
comptroller in the same way that the busi- 
ness of the national banks is now subject to 
examination. The effect of such a scheme 
would be to give the country, in every lo- 
cality, an absolutely safe note circulation. 
Its redemption would be prompt, and its 
amount would vary automatically, according 
to the needs of the localities. ‘The clearing 
houses would operate as checks upon each 
other, and the system would lead to the es- 
tablishment of branch banks in the smaller 
towns. 
' Mr. Atkinson says that this plan would 
give us the best features of the Scotch bank- 
ing system. He says that one of the chief 
causes of the inability of the national banks 
to respond to the recent demand for money 
was the restriction compelling the banks to 
keep their reserve up to 25 per cent under 
all circumstances. This defeats the very 
object of a reserve, which is to use it in time 
of need. Such an iron-clad prevision is at 
the bottom of our money famine. 

f course the new scheme includes the 
repeal of the federal tax on the: circulation 
of state banknotes, and this feature will 
cause the people to regard it favorably. It 
deserves consideration.

The Solidity 6f Georgia Enterprises. 

The market quotations on Georgia se- 
curities tell a wonderful tale. 

Out of fifty-five stocks and _ securities 
quoted, only five bring less than par, and 
the offerings for these five are respectively 
084, 96, 95, 88 and 77. Of the two quoted 
below 95, one is a second mortgage bond and 
the other is the common stock of a railroad 
company. 

Of the fifty quoted about par, the range is 
all the way from 101 to 350, the latter figure 
being offered for Atlanta National bank 
stock, while Georgia railroad stock brings 
200, several bank stocks bring 150 and the 
Augusta and Savannah railroad follows at 
140, the Southwestern at 1294 and the Cen- 
tral at 119. Of railroad bonds, the Atlanta 
and Charlotte firsts, bring 120; Georgia sixes, 
115; Georgia Pacific firsts, 111, and Americus, 
Preston and Lumpkin 110. 

The Georgia state bonds make a remark- 
able showing. Despite the fact that they 
are not admitted to the New York stock ex- 
change, Georgia 44 per cent bonds, due in 
1915, bring 118, and the 3} per cents, issued 
this year, bring 1024 to 105}, according to 
the length of time they run. 

Of city bonds, Augusta sevens bring 115; 
Macon sixes, 1144; Atlanta sevens, 124, sixes 
112, 44 per cents held for 104; Columbus 
fives, 101; Rome graded bonds 110, and Rome 
sixes 106. : 

The comparison with the stocks and bonds 
quoted on the New: York »stock exchange 
is striking. The ayerag.of state securi- 
ties there is away below that in Georgia, 
and when it comes to the general run of 
stocks and bonds there is no comparison at all. 

The truth is that with all our booming 
there are fewer wild-cat enterprises and 
fewer watered stocks in the south than in 
any other part of the country. Railroad 
construction is cheaper in the south, and, as 
a rule, economically done. The average 
capitalization is less, the fixed charges less, 
afd partly because of a more favorable 
climate, partly because of better contented 
labor and more amicable relations between 
employers and employes, the operating ex- 
penses are less. 

The effect of the Georgia constitutional 


provision limiting the indebtedness of mu- | 


nicipal and other public corporations to 
7 per cent of their taxable property valuation 
has been to give uniform stability to city 
bonds. 

Occasionally an unfriendly paper, which 
finds it impossible to be happy over southern 
prosperity, says something about mushroom 
growth and futtre collapses. All such 
croakers may be put to confusion by a sim- 
ple reference to the market quotations.

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, which, on 
its editorial page, is a queer mixture of fair- 
ness and partisan spite, has an interesting 
article on the recent election in South Caro- 
lina, which it calls a ‘‘a southern election 
lesson.”’

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RATTLE OF THE RAIL. 


THE OLD OFFICERS MAY CONTINUE 
WITH THE W. AND A. 


A Long Kick and a Strong Kick Against the 
County Railroad Tax—A New South- 
eru Kailroad—Other Matters. 


“Will any changes be made among the 
general officers of the Western and Atlantic 
when the new lessees take possession?” was 
asked of ex-Governor Brown last evening. 

‘While I cannot answer the question with 
any degree of certainty, I am inclined to think 
that no changes will be made. I have re- 
ceived assurances from Colonel Thomas to the 
effect that the personnel of all oftices which 
haveinthe past been filled by thoroughly 
competent mer, will remain the same as under 
the present regime.”’ 

“In addition to the surplus rolling stock 
which it is said the new lessees 
will purchase, will they make any purchases 
of new stock ?” 

“I think they will. While I donot wish to 
be quoted as an authority, yet I may say I 
have heard they have already made heavy pur- 
chases in that direction. They have bought 
1,000 tons of sevonty-pound steel rails and a 
large number of new and. heavier engines for 
hauling long freight trains. They have also 
purchased some new passenger coaches and a 
great many freight cars of new and improved 
pattern and increased capacity. I hear also 
that theyintend replacing many of the old 
bridges with new ones calculated to stand the 
strain of heavier traffic. : 

“One thing the people of this section can 
rely on, the new lessees are all men of» ac- 
knowledged business capacity and the strictest 
probity, and they will carry out to the letter 
everything they promise.” 

There has developed a very determined op- 
position to the enforcement of the law recently 
passed by the Georgia legislature to place a 
county tax on railroads. 

The Georgia Southern and Florida road, 
Macon and Birmingham road, Georgia Mid- 
land and Gulf road, Columbus Southern road, 
Atlanta and Florida road, all of which are as- 
sessed directly on their stock; and the Georgia 
and Western and Atlantic railroads which are 
assessed onincomes, have refused to pay a 
single centof thetax and intend to fight 
the state in the courts. The East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad paid its .tax in 
four counties, then stopped short, and has 
gone no further. The Marietta and North 
Georgia has, so far, paid no tax on that portion 
of its road running through Cobb, Cherokee, 
Pickens and Giimer counties. The Richmond 
and Danville, Georgia Pacific and Central 
railroads, which have a greater mileage of 
road in Georgia than the rest combined, have 
paid, or will pay, the tax in full. 

The objecting roads base their opposition 
upon the fact that the county tax greatly ex- 
ceeds the state tax. They do not so strongly ob- 
ject to paying a tax thatis one and one-half 
times the amount fixed as a state. assessment, 
but any excess over that amount they will 
fight as unjust and unconstitutioncl.

The Tullahoma, Elk River and Huntsville 
Railroad Company has just recorg.d its char- 
ter in the office of the Tennessee cecretary of 
state. The incorporators are H. Jocobs, M. V. 
Staley, W. M. Staley, George A. Hawkins, of 
Tullahoma, Tenn., and Captain T. D. Gregory, 
of Tennessee. The authorized capital stock is 
€5,000,000. The route of the new road, as 
mapped out, runs from Tullahoma via Plyant 
Springs, crossing Elk river at Mann’s ford, 
thence in adirect line to Elora, Tenn., and 
en to Huntsville, Ala. It takes in the best of 
the extensive fields of fine marble, beginning 
about eight miles from this plaveand embrac- 
ing an area of over twenty square miles. The 
incorporators of this new and important enter- 
prise have already secured the right of way to 
Elk river, a distance of some fifteen miles, and 
reaching beyond the marble fields. 

The total earnings of the Louisville and 
Nasbville railroad for the first two weeks of 
this mionth were $775,865, a falling off from 
the same period last year of $9,101. 


The report is current in Cincinnati that the 
Baltimore and Ohio is in a fair way to acquire 
the eastern division of the Newport News and 
Mississippi Valley, running from Lexington to 
Huntington, 140 miles, and controlled by C. P. 
Huntington, and the Ohio River railroad, run- 
ning from Huntington to Wheeling, 215 miles, 
and control:ed by Senator Camden. 

This wouid give the Baltimore and Ohioa 
short line via Wheeling to the blue-grass region 
of Kentucky and thence to the south. It is 
well known that these roads are for sale and 
that the Baltimore and Ohio has been nego- 
tiating for them, but so has the Louisville and 
Nashville, and this may have an important in- 
tluence on the Baltimore and Ohio’s §deal, as 
these properties would be of great value to the 
Louisville and Nashville in connection with its 
recent purchase of the Kentucky Central.

At the last meeting of the general council 

H. R. Wolfe, a liquor dealer on Mitchell 
street, asked to have $113.40, amount of an 
unused liquor license returned to him. The 
council granted the petition, but Mayor Glenn 
didn’t agree with that body, and expressed 
himself this way: 
_ Lenterany veto to your action at the last meet- 
Ing which was concurred in by the aldermanic 
board, refunding to H. R. Wolfe $113.40, the por- 
tion or his liquor license which he did not use. 

In my opinion it would be setting a bad prece- 
dept on the part of the city to return portions of 
licenses which the holders do not use. It has 
never been the custom, thorgh it may have been 
done vunce or twice in the past, and it 
should not become so. Every man who 
fails m business, or whose business does not pay’ 
or who becomes dissatisfied with it for any rea- 
son, would apply to you for the return of his un- 
used license, and in mnany cases, as it is now with 
Mr. Wolfe, creditors would serve the city with 
garnishments, and get her mixed up in all kinds 
of litigation. 

When a license is issued, it becomes a contract 
to which both parties are bound, and [ see no rea- 
son for relieving one of the parties from it.
